Kingsnorth action showed protestors' cause

AN ECO-activist decided to 
shut down Kingsnorth 
power station after being 
“patronised” by Tony Blair, 
Gordon Brown and Bill 
Clinton, a court heard yes¬ 
terday. 

Ben Stewart, 34, from Lyminge, 
near Folkestone, is one of six cam¬ 
paigners pleading not guilty to dam¬ 
aging the chimney at the Hoo penin¬ 
sula plant during a Greenpeace

protest in October, last year. 

Four men and a woman camped on 
top of the smokestack after a nine- 
hour climb up 1,000 steps. They then 
abseiled down its side to write 
‘Gordon’ on it. T im Hewke, 48, from 
Ulcombe, near Maidstone, is accused 
of co-ordinating the protest from the 
ground. 

On the second day of their trial, 
Maidstone Crown Court heard how 
Stewart had tackled Tony Blair, 


Gordon Brown and Bill Clinton face- 
to-face about climate change but felt 
patronised by their answers. 

He said: “I got the impression 
Gordon Brown didn’t seem bothered, 
so I decided to take part in more direct 
action.” 

Stewart, who is Greenpeace’s com¬ 
munications director, said the group 
planned to paint ‘Gordon Bin It’ on the 
side of the chimney because they 
knew it would attract media atten¬ 
tion. But the owner E.ON obtained a

Gads Hill Place set 
for return to its 
Victorian splendour

PLANS to transform 
Charles Dickens’ former 
home into a museum and 
heritage centre have been 
given the green light by 
planning chiefs. 

The multi-million pound proposals 
will return Gad’s Hill Place in 
Higham to its Victorian splendour, as 
it was when Dickens penned classic 
novels such as Great Expectations 
and A Tale of Two Cities. 

Gad’s Hill School, which has occu¬ 
pied the Grade-1 listed mansion 
near Rochester since the 1920s, will 
move into a purpose-built £7 million 
school to be built on the same site. 

Headmaster David Craggs said the 
move had to be made as the school’s 
presence in the building was gradu¬ 
ally stripping Dickens’ home of its 
history. He said: “The 370 children 
who are here are slowly but surely 
destroying the fabric of the same 
building, not deliberately, but just 
through wear and tear. The sooner 
we get them into purpose-built 
school accommodation, the better.” 

The heritage centre is due to open 
in 2012 to coincide with the Olym¬ 
pics and the 200th anniversary of 


Dickens’ birth, giving the school’s 
next few years of pupils the chance to 
learn in illustrious surroundings. 

Dickens’ spare bedroom is a class¬ 
room, while his study is used as the 
headmaster’s office. 

Speaking at the start of the school’s 
new academic year, Mr Craggs said: 
“I’m delighted to welcome our new 
students, who will soon benefit from 
moving into our new and purpose- 
built teaching accommodation. 

“In the meantime they can still 
soak up the atmosphere of Dickens’ 
former home. There are very few 
children who are lucky enough to be 
taught English in what was Charles 
Dickens’ bedroom.” 

Charles Dickens lived at Gad’s Hill 
Place from 1856 until his death 14 
years later in what is now the school 
dining room. At the time he was 
working on his final novel, The 
Mystery of Edwin Drood. 

Dickens was bom in Portsmouth 
on February 7, 1812, the second of 
eight children to navy clerk John 
Dickens and his wife Elizabeth. 

The family moved to Ordnance 
Street in Chatham when Charles 
was just five, then on to London five 
years later. 

Having written such well-received 
novels as Bleak House and David 
Copperfield, Dickens was able to buy 
Gad’s Hill Place at the age of 44. The 
mansion was held in high regard by 
Dickens as he had walked past it as 
a boy and dreamed of living there. 
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Coma teen showing 
signs of recovery 

A TEENAGE boy who slipped into a 
coma after being set upon by a 15- 
strong gang is on the road to recovery. 

Jack Blanchard, 13, was discharged 
from hospital last week - more than a 
month after the attack took place. 

The sports-mad teenager was left 
fighting for his life after the mob 
assaulted him in Parkwood Green on 
Wednesday, July 23. 

Witnesses said blood was pouring 
from his ears and mouth as para¬ 
medics worked on him for 15 minutes. 

Jack’s injuries were rumoured to 
have been caused by so-called “kerb- 
stomping” kicks to the back of the 
head, made famous by neo-Nazi gang¬ 
ster film American History X and 
mafia TV series The Sopranos. 

Recalling his first visit to King’s 
College Hospital in London, where 
Jack was treated, father Steven 
Blanchard said: ‘When I saw him my 
heart broke. I barely recognised him. 
His head had been used like a foot¬ 
ball. Whoever did this is the worst 
kind of human being.” 

Five teenagers have been arrested 
in connection with the attack and 
released on bail. 

Dad kills son in farm 
digger accident 

A SIX-year-old boy died when his 
father accidentally drove over him in 
a JCB. 

Bobby Eastwood was fatally injured 
while playing on his family’s High 
Halstow farm. 

Distraught dad Bob, who is in his 
20s, raced to help the youngster after 
the tragedy unfolded at 6.30pm last 
Wednesday evening. 

Paramedics rushed the boy to 
Medway Maritime Hospital, where he 
later died. 

The family, who run a civil engi¬ 
neering firm called Bepcon, have been 
too upset to speak about the incident. 

Cllr Phil Filmer, who lives in High 
Halstow, said the community was in 
shock: “It’s left the whole community 
devastated. It’s very sad - you can’t 
really put into words what the family 
must be going through. 

“They are a very tight-knit family - 
the parents of the little boy live in the 
same small holding as the grandpar¬ 
ents. I spoke to the grandad about it 
yesterday and he was obviously very 
upset. It’s just tragic.” 

Police have confirmed they are not 
treating the matter as suspicious.

High Court injunction and the 
group came down. In response to 
defence barrister Michael Wolkind 
QC, he said Kingsnorth discharged 
more carbon dioxide emissions in a 
year than the least polluting 24 
nations in the world. 

He said the group didn’t come 
down straight after the injunction 
was granted because they were 
“shattered” after their climb. 

Stewart’s defence is that by stop¬ 
ping emissions for three days they 
were stopping damage to property 
across the world. 

He said: “I make no apology for 
what I or my friends did.” 

Mr Wolkind described the 
activists as “goodies, not hoodies”. 

He said the group favoured 
direct, non-violent action. 

He told the court how the group 
walked on to the site wearing 
orange boiler suits and climbed up 
the chimney to stop carbon dioxide 
being released. 

He said: “By stopping the emis¬ 
sions they were preventing dam¬ 
age to property around the world.” 

The £30,000 spent cleaning the 
chimney was outweighed by the 
amount of property saved, he 
argued. 

Stewart, Hewke, Huw Williams, 
41, from Nottingham, Kevin 
Drake, 44, of Westbury, Wiltshire, 
Will Rose, 29, of London, and Emily 
Hall, 44, from New Zealand, all 
deny causing criminal damage to 
the power plant. 

The case continues. 


A LEADING climate change expert 
is coming to Kent tomorrow to voice 
his concerns about plans to build 
new coal-fired ruhts at Kingsnorth 
power station. 

NASA scientist James Hansen, 
who has spoken out against both the 
Clinton and Bush administration’s 
stance on global warming, will meet 
with eco-activist Andy Rogers in 
Maidstone at 10.30am. 

Mr Rogers, of Kingsnorth Climate 
Action Medway, said: “The fact such 
a preeminent scientist is coming to 
Kent just goes to show how big the 
issue of Kingsnorth has become and 
its global significance.” 

Mr Hansen entered the debate in 
December last year, when he wrote a 
letter to Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown calling on him to drop plans 
for coal-fired plants that do not cap¬ 
ture C02 emissions. 

In the letter, the scientist stated: 
‘We must solve the coal problem 
now. Global climate is near critical 
tipping points that could lead to loss 


of all summer sea ice in the Arctic, 
with detrimental effects on wildlife, 
initiation of ice sheet disintegration 
in West Antarctica and Greenland, 
with progressive, unstoppable global 
sea level rise. 

“This will cause shifting of climatic 
zones with extermination of many 
animal and plant species, reduction 
of freshwater supplies for hundreds 
of millions of people, and a more 
intense hydrological cycle with 
stronger droughts and forest fires, 
but also heavier rains and floods, 
and stronger storms driven by latent 
heat, including tropical storms, tor¬ 
nados and thunderstorms. 

“Action now could still point the 
world on to a course that minimizes 
climate change. Coal clearly emerges 
as central to the climate problem.” 

Energy giant E.ON wants to build 
two new coal-fired units to replace 
the ageing plant at Kingsnorth on 
the Hoo peninsula.

TALENTED athletes across 
Medway are set to receive £500 
grants from the national SportsAid 
charity to help fund their pursuit 
of a gold medal at London 2012. 

The cash is being made available to those 
sportsmen signed up to Medway council’s elite 
athlete support programme. 

SportsAid, whose past beneficiaries include 
five-time Olympic gold medallist Sir Steve 
Redgrave and 17 of the 19 Team GB gold 
medallists in Beijing, will add £500 to the £250 
the council already gives the next generation 
of runners, rowers and cyclists. 

The partnership between SportsAid and 
Medway council is the first of its kind in the 
South East. 

Medway 2012 manager Bob Dimond said: 
“We are delighted to be joining up with 
SportsAid to deliver even greater support to 
Medway’s young elite athletes. 

“Medway is creating the facilities and the 
environment in which its best sports men and 
women can reach the top of their chosen 
sports, and this endorsement from SportsAid 
highlights the success of our athlete support 
and will further raise the profile and aspira¬ 
tions of our future stars.” 

SportsAid chief executive Tim Lawler 
added: “As the lead agency that supports 
emerging talent in sport it is important that 


we work in partnership with other organisa¬ 
tions who run initiatives with similar objec¬ 
tives but perhaps on a smaller scale.

Sculpting a living out of dragons 



SCULPTOR Guy Portelli will up 
tools for his biggest exhibition to 
date - after securing an £80,000 
investment on hit TV show 
Dragons’ Den. 

The established artist, who 
studied at the Medway College 
of Art, will set to work on his Pop 
Icons project - featuring artists 
such as Amy Winehouse and 
John Lennon - having gained 
the financial backing of three 
‘dragons’ on last Wednesday 
night’s show. 

Mr Portelli, from Tonbridge, 


offered the BBC show’s five 
prospective multi-millionaire 
investors 25 per cent of the exhi¬ 
bition’s profits in exchange for 
£70,000. 

At one point it seemed all five 
business gurus were willing to 
back the sculptor’s idea, with 
Scottish entrepreneur Duncan 
Bannatyne even tabling a 
£90,000 deal. 

However, Mr Portelli eventual¬ 
ly opted for a three-way split 
with TTieo Paphitis, Peter Jones 
and James Caan. 


Speaking to the BBC after his 
successful venture into the 
intimidating Dragons’ Den, the 
sculptor said he was surprised to 
even appear on the show. 

He said: “Not in my wildest 
dreams did I think I’d be on the 
programme. It was almost a 
spiritual experience, I woke up 
Easter morning and sent in my 
idea and within four weeks I 
was in the den.”

Gills fans go 
out of town

A DECISION to close part of 
Gillingham’s Priestfield Stadium 
has angered fans who have been 
asked to switch seats. 

Only away supporters will now be allowed 
to sit in the previously-shared Brian Moore 
Stand after the club announced it did not 
want to pay for extra police to separate rival 
fans. 

Some of those affected are season ticket 
holders who paid £220 to sit in the stand, 
which is more commonly known as the Town 
End. 

Floods of complaints were posted on the 
club’s official message board, with some say¬ 
ing they will not renew their tickets next 
year. 

Gills Independent Supporters Club chair¬ 
man Gary Liptrott, who sits in the Gordon 
Road Stand, said he can understand where 
they were coming from. 

He said: “Obviously it’s a little unfair on the 
supporters because they have shown a pref¬ 
erence to sit up the Town End, and it seems 
ludicrous to introduce this change so soon 
into the season. 

‘We’re going to miss that support and I 
think it will have a big impact on the team 
because when they are attacking that end we 
won’t have anyone there to cheer them on. 

“Surely they should have thought about 
this during the close season.” 

Gillingham have played at Priestfield since 
the club’s formation in 1893, and home sup¬ 
porters have always had a presence at the 


Town End. The terrace was extended in the 
1950s but was otherwise untouched until it 
was demolished and replaced with the tem¬ 
porary, uncovered Brian Moore Stand in 
summer 2004. 

It is named after the late former ITV 
commentator who was once a director at the 
club. 

Some Town End supporters chose to target 
Gills chairman Paul Scally during their crit¬ 
icism of the change on the club’s website. 

Gillsmungus wrote: “Never in my time sup¬ 
porting the club have I ever known there to 
be no Town End. 

“I saw my first game from that end and the 
fans who sit there are just as passionate 
about ‘their end’ as the Rainham Enders. It’s 
a sad day for this support. Mr Scally, you 
need to be ashamed.” 

Visitors 

Priestfield Stadium has a capacity of about 
11,500 but the opening game of this season - 
against Luton Town - attracted just 5,339 
supporters, of which about 1,000 were travel¬ 
ling fans. 

Chief executive Mark Jones said if the 
team has a successful season on the pitch 
and attendances rise, the Town End decision 
may be reversed. 

He added: “We hope to operate as many 
police-free games as we can this year, and we 
also felt we needed to reduce the cost of stew- 
arding for that part of the ground. 

“But this is only for the time being and is 
something that is under constant review. 

‘We want to spend money building a team 
that will be challenging for promotion, so we 
need to save it in other areas.”

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Young offenders told to 
keep away from town 

THREE prolific young offenders responsible 
for a spate of car break-ins have agreed not 
to return to Maidstone when being sen¬ 
tenced by a court. 

Luke Courtney, 21, of Groombridge Drive, 
Gillingham, was sentenced to 15 months at a 
young offenders institute after pleading 
guilty to 14 counts of theft from motor vehi¬ 
cles, two charges of attempted theft from 
motor vehicles and an offence of handling 
stolen goods. 

The two others, both teenagers, pleaded 
guilty to six counts of theft from motor vehi¬ 
cles and an offence of motor vehicle interfer¬ 
ence. Jack Courtney, 18, also of Groombridge 
Drive, Gillingham, was ordered to complete 
160 hours community service and pay £3,861 
compensation. A 15-year-old boy, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, was sentenced to 
a two-year supervision order. 

The trio were sentenced through the Mid 
Kent Prolific and Other Priority Offender 
Process, a new Home Office initiative to tack¬ 
le prolific offenders.

Rocket man aims 
to cross Channel

ROCKET man Yves Rossy will 
attempt to make history this 
month when he launches himself 
across the Channel. 

The Swiss national is aiming to be the first 
person to complete a jet-propelled flight from 
Calais to Dover on Wednesday, September 24. 

Rossy, who celebrated his 49th birthday last 
Wednesday, completed a test flight at the end 
of last month with an eight-foot carbon-fibre 
wing powered by four engines. 

He flew for more than 22 miles - the equiv¬ 
alent of a cross-Channel trip. 

Afterwards Rossy said: “Everything went 
well. It was awesome. 

“It’s my longest flight with this wing. If there 
are no technical problems it will be OK for the 
English Channel. 

“I did the distance. Everything is going 
swimmingly.” 

Ross/s stunt will mark 99 years since Louis 
Bleriot became the first man to cross the 
Channel in an aircraft. 

It will be broadcast live in 165 countries by 
the National Geographic Channel and will 
also be on website www.natgeotv.com. 

Rossy, who is nicknamed FusionMan, said: 
“My flight will be a tribute to all those who 
came before me, many of whom were killed.” 

The test flight on August 20 saw the former 
commercial and fighter pilot leap from a small 
plane 7,500ft above the town of Bex, in 
Switzerland. 

Despite having to postpone the jump several 
times because of “electronic interference prob¬ 
lems”, Rossy reached speeds of 180mph as he 
flew to Villeneuve and back wearing a heat- 
resistant suit similar to those worn by racing 


drivers. He was able to alter direction in the 
sky by shifting his weight or simply turning 
his head and shoulders. 

When he had reached his destination of Bex 
airfield, he released two parachutes at 5,000ft 
and 4,000ft to land safely and with two litres 
of fuel remaining. 

Bossy’s planned Channel crossing came as 
news to Dover Coastguard, although a 
spokesman said it was not a legal requirement 
for the rocketeer to contact them. 

She added: “It’s something we would like to 
be told about, but we are in the dark at the 


moment. For instance we would like to know if 
he will be in communication with somebody 
during the flight. 

“It’s not the sort of thing you can just go 
ahead and do. He will have to obey the rules of 
the Dover Straits, of which there are many.” 

Rossy staged his first public flight in May, 
when he wowed crowds with an acrobatic dis¬ 
play above the Alps. He later admitted a 360- 
degree flip was to “impress the girls”.

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Innovation to beat superbugs

ENTREPRENEURS and busi¬ 
nesses in Kent with products or 
technologies that could help pre¬ 
vent the spread of superbugs have 
been invited to take part in a new 
programme by the NHS. 

NHS Innovations South East, which helps 
health service inventors promote their 
ideas, said it believed industry could play 
an active role in helping combat the killer 
infections. 

It said automotive, IT, food and drink, engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing firms across the 
region could help the NHS beat the bugs. 

The Office for National Statistics announced 
on Thursday that the number of death certifi¬ 
cates in England and Wales mentioning 
Clostridium difficile (C diff) increased 28 per 
cent in 2007. 

Deaths from the superbug have risen year 
on year since 1999, the authority found. 

KOS Media has been running a hand 
hygiene campaign highlighting that simply 


washing your hands can help 
stop the spread of superbugs. 

We have been working with the 
NHS to raise awareness about 
how infections spread and good 
control and prevention methods. 

Reducing healthcare-associat¬ 
ed infections (HCAIs) like C diff 
and MRSA is one of the top pri¬ 
orities for the NHS and the 
Department of Health believes 
new technologies and equip¬ 
ment, as well as good hygiene 
practices, can help it achieve its 
targets more quickly. 

Jo James, chief executive of 
the Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “My initial view is that 
MRSA and C diff are problems that they 
[the NHS] have not managed to find a solu¬ 
tion to yet and they are growing problems. 

“Why not look to industry where there is a 
wealth of experience and call on the experi¬ 
ence that is out there? It is not just a hospital 
problem; it is a problem that affects us all. 

“There are so many industries...where 
they have got lots of things already there 
and a huge amount of experts dealing with 


the problem [of infection control 
and prevention]. 

“I think it is a great initiative to 
look outside and look for help 
and pull the resources to combat 
superbugs.” 

The chamber is an independent 
body that was set up to support 
business growth and enterprise 
in Kent. 

NHS Innovation South East is one 
of nine hubs across the country The 
Smart Solutions scheme is being 
run nationally by NHS Innovations 
North West. 

Brian Griffiths, the project direc¬ 
tor, said: “Our aim is to find the 
most effective solutions to control HCAIs and 
we are keeping an open mind as to where 
these could come from. 

“Whether it is a product from a medical 
company, something developed for a com¬ 
pletely different purpose or even an idea from 
an inventor in the spare room, we will assess 
its potential.” 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection 
prevention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said: “This

New bus posters part of drink-drive crackdown 


HARD-hitting posters are being carried 
on buses across the county highlighting 
the dangers of drink driving. 

Kent Highway Services’ ‘drinking and 
driving wrecks lives’ campaign has gone out 
across 72 Stagecoach buses, covering 
Maidstone, Ashford, Dover, Thanet, 
Canterbury, Folkestone, Dartford, 
Gravesend and Tunbridge Wells.

“You don't have to be drunk to be dan¬ 
gerous - even one drink can affect your 
judgement and reactions. 

“By using these bus posters, we can 
reach more drivers than a static poster 
could and it’s vital that we get our mes¬ 
sage out there to try and prevent need¬ 
less tragedies caused by drink driving.” 

Kent police figures reveal a total of 
250 motorists are arrested every month 
on the county’s road for drink driving 
offences. 

Drivers caught under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs will be given a manda¬ 
tory ban, a fine of up to £5,000 or 
a possible prison sentence. 

The poster campaign will run across 
Kent until September 29.

YOUNG scientists from across the 
globe converged on Medway for an 
international conference. 

Bright sparks from Israel, Australia, Spain, 
Switzerland, Slovenia and the USA put their 
heads together at the two-day event at the 
University of Greenwich’s Chatham 
Maritime campus last week. 

The group discussed recent developments 
in polymer colloids, which helps manufactur¬ 
ers produce better paints, inks, pharmaceuti¬ 
cals and detergents. 

Professor Martin Snowden, head of the uni¬ 
versity’s School of Science, said: “How can we 
make sure the pigment in paint is evenly dis¬ 
persed throughout the tin? 

“Or that the tiny amount of active ingredi¬ 
ent in a bottle of detergent is held in suspen¬ 
sion in the bottle? 

Questions 

“These are the sorts of questions that poly¬ 
mer colloid scientists can answer. 

“This is an interesting area of science which 
is increasingly important to industry as it 
helps bring better, cheaper products into all 
our lives. 

“The University of Greenwich has a great 
deal of expertise in this area and I’m delight¬ 
ed that its standing has been acknowledged 
by the decision of the UK Polymer Colloids 
Forum to hold its meeting here at Medway. 

“The campus has excellent conference facil¬ 
ities with meeting rooms and accommodation 
set in a charming and historic environment. 

“I know our international visitors were 
really impressed by what is on offer here.” 

Prof Snowden was one of three university 


representatives at the conference. He was 
joined by Dr Simon Richardson and PhD stu¬ 
dent Joanna Thorne. Dr Richardson, senior 
lecturer in biopharmaceutical sciences and 
director of research in the School of Science, 
is an expert in the field of nanomedicines - 
using tiny particles to deliver drugs into the 
body. 


Ms Thorpe presented her research on using 
‘intelligent’ polymer systems for taking oil 
out of water, something which could be useful 
to help clean up oil slicks.

I HAVE never thought it right for 
the lucky individuals in the press 
to have a go at competitors.

And, during my 21 years as a journalist, 
wherever I’ve worked, I have largely chosen to 
steer clear of attacks on the competition in 
other newspapers (regional and national), 
television and, of course, on the internet. 

I believe that Yourmedway, along with our 
online website, can satisfy most of your news 
and sport needs. 

But I genuinely respect anyone’s decision to 
spend 70 pence a week on a local newspaper, 
although there are, sadly, fewer and fewer 
readers prepared to say goodbye to £36 a year. 


Last week, Yourmedway highlighted the 
way your council had chosen to spend more 
than £12,000 of your money on sending a 
representative to the Beijing Olympics. 

Our postbag showed that many of you 
weren’t happy, either, especially since Medway 
council has trimmed cash from leisure and 
sports facilities. 

Councils are elected to represent us. I believe 
it is the duty of local newspapers to monitor how 
they spend your cash and to keep you informed. 

So, when former editor David Jones decided 
to have a go at us for doing just that, I was a 
little surprised. 

I rarefy read his column in the Maidstone 
Kent Messenger’s Medway edition, but my 
associates tell me he is well known for getting 
to grips with all kinds of issues. 

Only last week he compared himself to a 
tired, sagging old tree and found time to write 
about gorgeous Kelly Brook’s attendance at her 
brother’s wedding THREE weeks before. 

But it was his column on the Olympics that 
caught my eye, specifically the Daily Telegraph’s 
coverage of London Mayor Boris Johnson. 


As Mr Jones repeated the same mantra that 
London couldn’t possibly equal the Chinese 
spectacle, blah, blah, yawn, he turned to this 
newspaper’s front-page story about the 
12-grand trip to Beijing enjoyed by Medway’s 
deputy 2012 manager. 

Yes, in case you missed it, Medway has a 
deputy 2012 manager. There’s a manager, too, 
and a third member of the team, costing you 
getting on for 100 grand a year in wages. 

They will, I assume, co-ordinate our five 
sporting centres that may - or may not - be 
used as training facilities for 2012 athletes. 
Bargain, eh? 

Mr Jones missed the point by describing our 
coverage as “absurd”. 

I’d like to think all local newspapers should 
tell readers how their council tax is spent. 

But if you agree with Mr Jones on the local 
edition of the KM, then that’s fine. 

Each to their own. 

As I said, it’s up to you, the reader. 

You pay their money and make your choice. 
But you don’t need to part with any money to 
make one of those choices, of course.

IN Ocracoke harbour, the pelicans 
perch on wooden mooring posts in 
the setting sun, as though to wel¬ 
come the fishing boats back after a 
long day out at sea. 

And they couldn’t have found a better - or 
more secluded - place to rest. 

Ocracoke, one of the narrow sandbar islands 
that runs down the coast of North Carolina, 
was for years one of America’s best-kept 
secrets. In 2007, however, it was thrown into 
the global spotlight when its virgin beach beat 
more than 650 sandy havens to be named the 
best in the United States. 

It was the first time a beach outside of the 
more popular sunspots Hawaii and Florida 
had been chosen, and sitting on the warm 
white sand I could easily see why. 

Ocracoke island boasts 15 miles of uninter¬ 
rupted, undeveloped, pristine beach, with gen¬ 
tly sloping sand-dunes and spectacular views 
stretching out over the Atlantic. There are 
none of the oversized chain hotels, beach bars, 
or banana boats of built-up resorts. Ocracoke 
defines understatement and simplicity. 

US beach expert Stephen Leatherman 
(fondly known as Dr Beach) selected Ocracoke 
Lifeguarded Beach on the basis of 50 criteria, 
ranging from sand quality and colour, to wave 
size and even traffic. 

There certainly aren’t many cars in 
Ocracoke, mainly because the island has only 


700 residents and because its location, 26 
miles from the mainland, means many visitors 
fly into this unspoilt paradise instead of strug¬ 
gling with the three-hour car ferry. But the 
journey is well worth it for those seeking a real 
American treasure. 

Besides its beach, the island, and the sur¬ 
rounding Outer Banks boast some of the most 
extraordinary history, set in a carefully pre¬ 
served landscape. 

One exciting way to explore is by kayak. 
Ride The Wind surf shop, in the centre of 
Ocracoke’s snug historic town, offers guided 
eco tours. The kayak tour, led by friendly 
Ocracoker Bob Chestnut, took us away from 
the ocean and up some of the island’s natural 


inlets too, where we found oysters, hermit 
crabs, turtles and even a sea snake darting 
among the reedbeds. 

To give ourselves some geographical per¬ 
spective, we headed to the historic town of 
Beaufort on the mainland, which lies at the 
heart of North Carolina’s Crystal Coast. 

From Beaufort, it’s easy to take day trips to 
other sandbar islands, which make up the 
Outer Banks, and one of the most spectacular 
is Cape Lookout. Its lighthouse, with its large 
black and white diamond pattern, is an icon. 

And as the sun glinted off the Atlantic at the 
end of another beautiful day on the Outer 
Banks, it was easy to see why North Carolina 
is so justifiably proud of its unique coastline.

WHEN it comes to show¬

Swap the headache of 
selling for a new home 

PART exchange can be a useful way to 
move and escape the hassle of selling. 

Houses are selling but buyers must be 
sensible with the price. But new 
builders, who are under huge pressure to 
sell, have some spectacular deals on offer 
for existing owners. 

Redrow is one of several builders who 
will buy a customer’s current house (sub¬ 
ject to criteria) and effectively ‘swap’ it 
for a new home; meaning a guaranteed, 
quick and easy sale, minus the worry of 
being stuck in a housing chain that’s 
going nowhere or might even collapse. 

Beryl Williams, of Redrow Homes, 
says: “According to the Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS), the num¬ 
ber of housing transactions hit an all- 
time low in June, but why worry about 
selling your existing home when Redrow 
can do it for you? 

“Some people are reluctant to put their 
existing property on the market in the 
first place because they think they won’t 
find a buyer.” 

Part exchange also removes the threat 
of being ‘gazundered’ - a trend that has¬ 
n’t really surfaced since the 90s but is 
now increasing - where a buyer substan¬ 
tially lowers their offer just days before 
the exchange and the seller must either 
accept the lower figure, or reject it and 
start the entire process all over again. 

Students are a good 
bet for making profit 

KENT’S university centres are a better 
investment bet for buy-to-let landlords, 
according to a new poll. 

As the property market has slowed, 
rental properties have become even 
more important, with student accommo¬ 
dation remaining a strong performer. 

Rental yields from student accommo¬ 
dation in university towns and cities 
should continue to outstrip those 
achieved from buy-to-let properties 
without, according to industry research 
by headlineproperty.co.uk website. 

They carried out the survey after esti¬ 
mates emerged which suggested that 
landlords offering student accommoda¬ 
tion in university towns often benefit 
from annual rental yields which are one 
or two percentage points (sometimes 
more) higher. 

The main reason for this is the fact 
that, as the numbers of those making 
the move into higher education contin¬ 
ues to rise, so demand for student accom¬ 
modation itself could only go one way in 
the years ahead. 


Moving may not be 
your best option 

MAKING the most of your existing 
home is an increasingly popular 
option as the housing market slows 
to a crawl. 

Extending or remodelling your home can 
give you the extra space and will increase its 
value when the market picks up again. 

But before you start, the organisers of The 
London Homebuilding & Renovating Show, at 
ExCeL London from September 19 to 21, have 
come up with some great pointers that may 
save you time ... and money. 

Permitted development 

If your home has never been extended you 
could add 15 per cent to the volume of the 
house without needing permission. Visit 
www.planningportal.gov.uk and take advan¬ 
tage of their online volume calculator. 

Know the building regulations 

Even if you don’t need planning permission, 
you may need building regulations approval. 
If you are converting your loft, moving a bath 
or toilet, installing a green heating system, a 
flue or altering window openings, you will 
need to apply for approval. 

Think through your loft conversion 

To comply with building regulations to get an 
extra bedroom, the floor may need strength¬ 
ening and the roof will need at least 150mm 
of insulation, which will lower the ceiling. 
Don’t forget that accessing a habitable loft 
conversion requires a permanent staircase 
and this will need landing space. 

Beware of removing trees 

It is a criminal offence to cut down a tree 
which is protected by a Tree Preservation 
Order (TPO). Even if an extension doesn’t 
require planning permission, you cannot alter 
or even prune a tree that has a TPO on it 
without permission. 

The right to light 

When you apply for planning permission 
remember your neighbours might object if 
you cut sunlight to their home. This is more 
relevant to town centre homes. 

Conservation areas have different rules 

If your home is in a conservation area, or is a 
listed building, things are not so simple. Take 
the time to speak with your local council’s 
planning department before you start any¬ 
thing. It’s a criminal offence to alter a listed 
building. 


Know the Party Wall Act 

Any work you intend to carry out that is 
within three metres of your boundary wall 
will mean legally you must contact your 
neighbour. If you are digging a foundation, 
then anything under six metres from the wall 
means they must be consulted. 

Do your homework 

Do your research before you start to avoid 
any horrible surprises. Contact your local 


planning office or visit the government web¬ 
site www.planningportal.gov.uk/buildingwork.

IT’S not clear what Audi’s reaction is to 
the new A3 Convertible (from £22,300) 
being voted top convertible and Car of 
The Year by women's car-buying website 
evecars.com. 

Of course the classy little soft top is a 
favourite with the ladies - especially in 
white - but did Audi really want the boys 
alienated quite so much? 

After all, some versions of the car can do 
the 0-62mph dash in 7.4 seconds - more 
than enough to appeal to the well-heeled 
boy racer. 


SUBARU would probably like to 
be seen as the BMW or Audi of the 
Japanese motor industry, but there 
is also something of Citroen in the 
way it adheres to ‘pet’ features. 

There is its penchant for frameless door glass 
although it is not famous for convertibles - the 
usual raison d’etre for such detail. 

The brand is also known for all-wheel drive, 
but Subaru’s most famous selling point must 
be its passion - like that of Porsche - for 
horizontally-opposed or ‘boxer’ petrol engines 
that deliver the lightness, low centre of 
gravity and flexibility that powered the 
brand to rally fame. 

However, these excellent yet thirsty power- 
plants have become an Achilles Heel with the 
rise of diesels and fuel prices, along with the 
threat from global warming. 

Subaru might have responded by buying a 
diesel off the shelf, although this would have 
caused horrendous re-engineering for current 
models. 

Instead, the brand created something never 
seen before in the car market - a boxer diesel.

And what a lovely piece of work it is. 

In the rugged and high-riding Outback 
estate (from £23,665) tested here, it argues 
strongly against buying an SUV when you can 
have much of the rough ground performance 
and traction of such cars with all the comfort 
and convenience of a conventional estate. 

But the biggest benefit of all is the lower 
vibration and greater smoothness that the 
boxer layout brings to a diesel; it is an excep¬ 
tionally smooth 148bhp two-litre unit consider¬ 
ing the amount of punch low down the rev 
range and not only outperforms the 2.5-litre 
petrol alternative but should also average 
25-30 per cent better fuel consumption - 
although this is available only as an auto 
and the new diesel has yet to gain more than a 
five-speed manual T>ox. 

As expected, the Outback’s 4x4 layout offers 
incredible tenacity though a relatively softly- 
sprung suspension, which delivers such com¬ 
fort on and off-road, combined with the higher 
ride height, allows some heeling on the bends. 

The interior is tough and well-organised 
without the flashiness or flair of rivals and 
there is an endearing ‘retro-ness’.

Unfair VAT bills add 
extra costs to claim 

CLAIMING back unfair VAT bills could 
become even more of a burden. 

Under a proposed rule change, business¬ 
es are no longer entitled to claim costs at a 
tribunal, even if successful, according to 
leading accountancy firm Horwath Clark 
Whitehill. 

Robert Wame, a partner at the firm, 
which has offices in Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells, said the change proposed 
by the Ministry of Justice will have a par¬ 
ticularly severe impact on small and medi¬ 
um sized enterprises, which will be unwill¬ 
ing to invest time and money in the tribu¬ 
nal process if they cannot guarantee they 
will recoup the expense. 

They often receive inaccurate assess¬ 
ments for relatively small amounts and in 
the past have appealed on the basis they 
would recover costs if successful.

BUSINESS plans are the most 
vital blueprints for survival a firm 
can have - but one in every four 
companies in Kent doesn’t have 
one, according to recent research. 

Almost three-quarters of county firms - 72 
per cent - believe a downturn in the UK econ¬ 
omy would have a negative impact on their 
business, as one would expect, but 33 per cent 
of those don’t have a business plan to help 
them ride out an economic storm.

‘We work with more than 25,000 businesses 
and aspiring entrepreneurs across the county 
and our experience shows that growing com¬ 
panies are much more likely to take time out 
to plan for all eventualities. Those who plan 
should be better equipped to weather a storm.

Having a sound business plan in place 
is an excellent start and can allow companies 
to plan for various scenarios. 

“You may need to think about improving 
cashflow, diversifying, exploring new markets, 
becoming more efficient, or focusing on your 
business’s unique selling point (USP) such as 
the quality of your customer service.

Kent still in the hunt

KENT go into tomorrow’s clash with Surrey 
still in with a chance of winning the County 
Championship. 

Rob Key’s side played out a thrilling draw 
with Yorkshire last week, a game in which 
Kent came back from the dead and almost 
claimed what seemed an unlikely victory. 

The draw has left them third in Division 
One of the Championship, nine points 
behind leaders Nottinghamshire. 

Key was without the services of vital all- 
rounders Yasir Arafat, Azhar Mahmood and 
Justin Kemp for the game at Scarborough, 
but hopes to have them back for Thursday’s 
visit of Surrey to St Lawrence. 

Martin van Jaarsveld was the rock of the 
first innings after he scored 107 of a disap¬ 
pointing total of 227. A sparkling 146 from 
Jacques Rudolph helped the Tykes, togeth¬ 
er with half centuries from Anthony 
McGrath and Adam Lyth, to 457 and a lead 
of 230. Neil Dexter held the Kent second 
innings together with 105, but a partner¬ 
ship between James TYedwell and Ryan 
McLaren helped them to 433. 

Robbie Joseph claimed the prize wicket of 
former England captain Michael Vaughan 
for a 14-ball duck as Yorkshire struggled 
against a rampant Kent bowling attack. 

When skipper Darren Gough departed 
with the score on 166-9, Kent and Key 
would have fancied their chances of claim¬ 
ing a famous victory, but former England 
seamer Matthew Hoggard and Deon Kruis 
managed to keep out the remaining 28 balls 
to deny the visitors the win. 

While Key’s side continue to do well in the 
Championship, they are also close to gain¬ 
ing promotion to Division One in the Pro40 
competition. Rain ruined their game at 
Northampton on Monday, but a win against 
Surrey at the Oval yesterday could have 
seen them climb to second spot.
